WILLIAM STREET ON TRIAL 
FOR KILLING OF HIS WIFE 


Patrolman Was Killed at Same Time; 
Defendant Denies Firing Fatal 
Shots. 

William Street, 36 years old, for- 
merly a police captain at Madison, 
Ill., was placed on trial in Judge 
Falkenhainer’s court today on a sec- 
ond degree murder charge of shoot- 
ing and’killing his wife, Catherine 
of 917 Salisbury street, Nov. 25, 1915. 
Patrolman Charles F. Barmeier, 32 
years old, of the Angelica street dis- 
trict, was shot and killed at the same 
time. 

There were no eye-witnesses to 
the double shooting and Street’s de- 
fense will be that the shots were fired 
by someone else.

Bakery First to Be Given Alternative 
of Contributing or Having Case 
Referred to Hoover. 

The first instance here of where a 
violator of the United States food reg- 
ulations was given an opportunity of 
contributing a substantial amount to 
the Red Cross or have his case re- 
ferred to Food Administrator Hoov- 
er was disclosed by the St. Louis 
Food Committee today when it was 
announced that Henze’s Old Rock 
Bakery Co., 417 Lucas avenue, had 
sent a check for $50, which will be 
turned over to the local chapter of 
the Red Cross.

The Food Committee 
suggested that the bakery be closed 
for several days, but Smith protest- 
ed. 

While the Food Committee cannot 
close a st6re over the protest of the 
violator, it can refer the matter to 
Washington and the license of the 
retailer is then placed in jeopardy.

MORE. INSTANCES

AT SEICHEPREY 


American Machine Gunner 
Said He Could Hold “the 
Alone Unless He 

Was Killed and He Held It. 


ONE SOLDIER BURIED 
ALIVE THREE DAYS 


Priest Carries Ammunition 
and Helps Crew Work 
Gun; Casualties Much Un- 
der First Estimates. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY, 
Thursday, April 25 (By A. P.).—Two 
American soldiers wounded in the 
engagement around Seicheprey last 
Saturday were found alive today ina 
dugout in No Man’s Land. The dug- 
out had been badly smashed by Ger- 
man shell fire, but the men man- 
aged to keep alive in the rain and 
mud and under continuous German 
bombardments. 

Another soldier, Raymond Demun- 
sky of New Haven, Conn., was buried 
alive for three days when he crawled 
to the surface, Demunsky was born 
in Russia, but had been naturalized. 
He was found by American Red 
Cross stretcher bearers who went 
out into No Man’s Land. The Ger- 
mans fired on the Red Cross flag, 
but the stretcher bearers kept wav- 
ing it, and the enemy fire stopped. 

The American troops in the Seiche- 
prey fight, additional details show, 
were greatly outnumbered in some 
instances. The latest advices are 
that the American casualties are 
much under first estimates. 

Edward Jacques, 2 New Haven 
boy, told the correspondent he was 
one of 150 Americans who at one 
time were almost surrounded by su- 
perior enemy forces. French troops 
came to their assistance,’ said 
Jacques, who added: “We got on fine 
with the Frenchmen. They had been 
training us, so it seemed like they 
were our own fellows. We certainly 
made it hot for the Germans.” 

Sergt. John A. Dickman, formerly 
a printer of Somerville, Mass., and 
who is now wounded in a hospital, 
told a remarkable story. He and his 
men had charge of two Stokes guns. 
They were isolated for 12 minutes in 
an enemy barrage and were unable 
to signal the American lines. Dick- 
man was wounded, but kept pouring 
a hot fire into the attacking Ger- 
mans and broke up the formation. 
He and his men retired only when 
their guns became jammed. 
‘Machine Gun” Parker, who 
manned a gun by himself, was asked 
by his superior officer at one stage 
of the engagement whether he could 
hold the line. He replied that he 
could unless killeé, and he did. 
Father William J. Farrell of West 
Newton, Mass., a regimental chap- 
lain, proved such a good fighter that 
a high officer offered him a commis- 
sion in his command. Father Farrell 
went to the assistance of a battery 
when four of the American gunners 
were killed, carried up ammunition 
and helped the crew to keep the gun 
working. He was wounded slightly. 
Raymond Connor of New Haven, 
a sanitary squad runner, was one of 
eight men captured by the Germans 
who escaped and went to Seicheprey. 
They took charge of the first aid sta- 
tion there until a doctor. arrived. 
Connor then went to the rear and or- 
ganized a new squad, returned to the 


| front and was wounded. 


Propaganda balloons, which have 
been falling on the American lines 
since Tuesday, indicate that the Ger- 
mans are still trving to undermine 
the French morale. The pamphlets 
dropped contain cartoons, poems and 
articles all aimed against England 
and the English.

In the absence of other specific information we 
must accept Foreign Minister Loudon’s state- 
ment that the situation between Holland and Ger- 
many is very serious as an accurate expression 
of conditions. There is no evidence of an actual 
break nor of an ultimatum which would assure 
immediate hostile action on Germany’s part if 
Holland does not yield all points. 

Holland is between the devil and the deep sea. 
There is no doubt of the difficulties and dangers 
of her position. Always, by reason of her loca- 
tion a maritime nation, depending upon shipping 
and sea trade for prosperity, she is faced on the 
land by the German tiger, long thirsting for pos- 
session, and on the sea by the overwhelming sea 
power of Britain and her allies. 
difference: that Germany threatens her inde- 
pendence while the Entente Powers, although con- 
trolling the sea and having the power to seize 
her colonies and blockade her coasts, would as- 
sure her autonomy. Even if she cast her fortunes 
with the Germans, she could trust the Entente 
Powers not to crush her people politically or eco- 
nomically after the war. 

Could Holland trust Germany in any event to re- 
spect her political or economic independence and 
Holland’s sea coast and harbors are 
perhaps the possession most coveted by the Ger- 
man autocracy. 

Unless the Hollanders reverse the record of 
history and are false to the indomitable spirit 
that has always moved them in the past they will 
suffer any hardship or sacrifice to preserve their 
independence. They may be depended upon not 
to yield vital rights. 

Yet the little nation, if Germany forces her to

enemies, will be in dire straits. She will face the 
fate of Belgium, unless the allied anti-German |

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HISTORY’S GREATEST MONOPOLY. 

The greatest monopoly in history was de- 
scribed by Herbert C. Hoover in a speech at Pitts- 
burg-on the Food Administration. 

He told how there has grown up in this coun- 
try a consolidation of buying for supplying many 
of the needs of 120,000,000 people in Europe.

Mr. Hoover made it clear that this monopoly 
is directed to a single purpose, the winning of 
‘‘We have’so far developed no principle 
of price fixing as a broad economic policy,” he 
said. “We are not exploiting economic reform or 
economic revolution.” 

But it is precisely through changes forced by 
circumstances that interesting economic revolu- 
tions are brought about.

a tendency for medical men to use the pro- 

nunciation e-tis. 

‘‘These words are so commonly used by 
everyone that it deserves consideration to 
study the termination. 
citis is often used, and many are uncertain 
if they will use the pronunciation i-tis or 
e-tis. Then if there is occasion to use the 
words conjunctivitis, bronchitis, laryngitis, 
colitis, etc., there is a question if the same 
pronunciation shall be used. 

‘*In medical circles the termination is 
pronounced e-tis more commonly, but this is 
not the best use of the ending—itis, which 
means inflammation, 
to any word, signifies inflammation of that 
particular part. 

‘*‘Many of our best-educated physicians 
use the pronunciation e-tis, but following the 
rules of English-Latin pronunciation usually 
followed in scientific terminology (whether 
from the Latin or the Greek) by English- 
speaking scientists, the termination i-tis is 
correct. .This applies to all words ending in 
itis; therefore, applies alike to appendicitis, 
laryngitis, rhinitis, tonsilitis, etc. The proper 
pronunciation of appendicitis, 
would be ap-pen-dis-i-tis, which makes the— 
itis like the i in ice and not as e in eel. 

‘‘According to Webster—itis is correct, 
and the pronunciation e-tis, so 
heard, is perhaps due to German influence. 
The German scientists have brought about 
this change, and if we are to use the term in 
a correct way we should adnere to the rules 
of English-Latin pronunciation.’’
